ry Being of Parliaments, manife{ted by preferring that Petition and Proceſtation , and to deſire the L'rds that they may bee forthwith 
{{queſtred from Parli: ment, and pur into ſafe cuſtody ;and that their Lordſhips wou'd 2pocint a ſpeedy day for the Commons to charge 
them,and they to anſwer,for that the Commons were teady to make good their Charge. 

He was further ordered to give the Lords thankes for communicating this Petition, with ſy much aff;Rion and ſpecd, and for expreſ. 
ſiog their ſenſe thereof, 

After Maſter Glynne had delivered this at the Par, the Lords ſent the Blacke Rod inftan ly ro findeout theſe Biſhops, and apprehend 
them: and by 8, ofthe Clocke at night they were alltaken and bronghtupon their knees to the Bar, and tenne of thera committed to the 
Tower z and two(in regard of their age,and indeed ofthe worthy parts of one of thern, the learned Biſhop of Durham) were committed 
to the Blacke Rod.
